the case at present. The Earth was hotter, 
the air naturally was also hotter, and these 
conditions favoured an enormously loxuriant 
development of vegetation, the gigantic forms 
of which are still preserved in the coal-beda. 
In those days, an observer on another planet 
would have seen as little of the Earth’s s su 
face as we can see of that of Venus. 

Mars is a conspicuous object all night, a little 
west of the sickle of Leo. Though no longer 
so near the Earth as he was in February, a 
good view of his surface can still be had with 
a powerful telescope. On February 22nd 
the writer was able to see two of the -princi- 
pal seas very plainly with a three-inch tele- 
scope. The object-gl of this instrument 
was by Sir Howard Grubb, and its perform. 
ance on Mars showed what a really fine glass 
will do, even if small. The snow-cap sur- 
rounding the North Pole is gradually dwind- 
ling, the time of year on Mars at present 
corresponding to the middle of May on the 
Earth. Jupiter bas nearly left us for the 
season. He will be in conjunction with the 
Sun on April Ist, and will be invisible for 
some weéeks, “until che emerges as a morning 
star. Next autumn he will be much more 
favourably placed for observation than he has 
been for several years past. He will be north 
oS the Equator, and also approaching his 
nearest possible to the Earth. Saturn still is 
finely placed for Leing seen. The shadow of 
the planet on the ring is wider and more con: 
spicuous than it was in Jannary and Feb 
ruary. Quite a small telescope will show it, 
and other objects of interest in his system 
are within reach of quite moderate instru- 
ments.

The | Dhety of Saving: 


Mr. Balfour's unerring - philow hic 
instinct discovered; in his speech’ at the 
London Guildhall yesterday, the root cause 
which underlies the comparative failure of 
the campaign for national economy. The 
cause is not that, as a nation, we are not 
taking the’ war seriously enough. If that 
criticism was ever justified, it is certainly 
not justified now. What is the matter 
with us is not apathy, but ignorance. 
Where we fail is in our lack of capacity 
to take a sufficiently wide and comprehén- 
sive view of what the war really involves. 
There is, perhaps, a good deal of excuse 
for this incapacity: We have never before 
been a military nation in the sense in 
which our Allies 
tary nations, For us the Army has been 
hitherto something outside and apart from 
the State. It has gone abroad and fought 
our little wars for us, and come home to 
be applauded 4nd then neglected ; but 
always its activity has been an €xcrescence 
‘upon our normal life which has involved 
little or no disturbance of it. To-day, 
when nearly one/in every ten of our people 
is a soldier, out mental attitude towards 
the war is not 
what it was when less than one in every 
two hundred people followed the pro- 
fession of arms. We have not yet 
risen to that) conception to which 
Earl ' Kitchener required. us to rise 
yesterday—the gonception -of “the whole 
nation fighting’ ‘but we must rise to-it if 
‘we are to win the war. We must realise 
that the lives of every one of us are closely 
linked with our military effort, not merely 
in its ultimate result, but in its daily 
prosecution, The elements of the matter 
are simple enough if we stop to think’ 
about them. One man in every ten of’ 
the population has been, or is being, with- 


idrawn from civil life and productive em- 


ployment. The equipment and main- 
tenance of every such man in the business 
of war, the most uneconomic of all human 
undertakings, is the first charge upon the 
country’s productive and distributive 
capacity, impaired as this capacity has 
been. by his removal from civil life. The 
second charge upon this impaired capacity 
is the maintenance of our credit for essen- 
tial purchases abroad. The least impor- 
tant charge is civilian consumption at 
home. This alone can bé reduced, and 
this, if the essential charges upon our 
productive capacity are not to. be 'com- 
promised, must be reduced. 

Evidence of the persistence of the old 
metital attitude is to be found in the most 
unlikely places. . It ‘is implicit in the 
demand, put forward yesterday at the 
meeting of the Association of Chambers 
of Commerce, for a more: “adventurous ”’ 
policy on the part of the joint stock banks.: 
It is a tribute to the good sense of the 
Association’s members that this resolution 
was dropped in favour of ene urging the 
Government fo consider the question. of 
facilitating the establishmept of a large 
credit bank, or banks, for fhe purpose of 
developing British trade abroad—a very 
different and more reasonable proposal ; 
for Sir. Edward Holden's defence of the 
policy of the joint stock banks, so far as 
its principle is concerned, was conclusive. 
He pointed out that the banks of the 
country at the present’ time are either 
directly or indirectly providing the re- 
sources necessary to carry on the war. 
Where would they be, he asked, if they 
had followed the “adventurous” policy 
and lent their reserves to a much larger 
extent to industries? It is because they 
have eschewed any such policy that they 
are able to meet the demands of the war 
‘without turning a hair.” We have got 
to realis#, as Sir Edward Helden made 
the Association realise, that the demands 
of the war come first, and that they can 
only be met by a. rigid national economy. 
If the nation does not realise these things, 
or if it refuses to translate its realisation 
of them into a practice of saving, it will 


it; and Mr.. McKenna warned us yester- 
day that he will not shrink from this duty. 
He promises further taxation in his next 
Budget. But he is reluctant to go the 
length of imposing such taxation as would 
absolutely enforce economy. It would 
attain the desired result, but it would 
attain it by an inelastic method which 
would exercise compulsion on the man who 
wants to save but cannot, as well as upon 
the man who ought to save but will not. 
But, “in the last resort, if the nation does 
not economise, inasmuch as we must have 
more capital and labour free for the 
service of the war, it will become impera- 
tive to take money by taxation.” The 
nation has reached the parting of the ways. 
It is free to choose a rigid alistinence from 
the consumption of articles which are non- 
essential, and to attain in this way some 
relief in the cost of living. The alterna- 
tive is an economy enforced by a terrific 
burden of taxation. 


The Russian Budget. 


made in the Russian Duma yesterday sug- 
gest parallels with what is going on in 
the United Kingdom. The war has brought 
grave problems—political, financial, and 
economic. In face of them Russia looks. 
with optimism to a period of progtess. 
It is the expression of this new 
spirit that interests us in the state- 
ment in the Duma rather than the 
figures of the Budget, which bear but small 
relation to the gross cost of the war. 
We note with special interest the 
references: to the embargo on the sale of 
aleohol. The burdens of the war will be 
easier to bear as a result of the benefits 
of the new habit of temperance in drink- 
ing. The matter comes “into direct rela- 
tion with the Budget in two ways. Tn the 
first place, the Minister of Finance has 
‘to submit his projects for new means of 
revenue to replace the very large sum— 
roughly, the equivalent of ten million 
pounds—which was derived annually from | 
the profits on the State monopoly of ‘the 
drink traffic. This sum formed in the 
past a very large proportion of the 
total revenue. The ‘Minister . has 
had .to load himself, as he puts it, 
with the heavy responsibility of drafting 
urgent legislation and devising taxes in 
order to cover the deficit, and he upholds 
his willingness to do so as evidence of. 
his sincere desire to clinch the principles 
of temperance among the people. The

Tt would be presumed by the 
that the war, with all its sed géin” 
disturbance of the ordinary ways of life, 
has couse i increase in the occurrence 
of insanity, and also that alcoholic cases 
would be more numerous than usual. 
According to an Edinburgh mental 
specialist—the: superintendent of an im- 
portant group of asylums—both these 
guesses. would be wrong. He finds no 
evidence of an increase of insanity in the 
civil population, and there has been a defi- 
nite fall in the amount of insanity traced 

to alcohol as an exciting cane in the case 
of both men and women. This fact does 
not necessarily run counter to the evidence 
of increased ?drinking amongst women. 
Where war had its’ effect, upon insanity 
was.in the colour which it gave to the 
delusions of the insane. The few military 
cases with which Dr. Robertson came in 
contact were those of men who had not 
been to the front, but had shown a loss 
of mental balance quite early in their 
military career, owing to the excitement 


i produced by their new environment and 


the high tension under which they lived. 
They all made good recoveries. Dr. 
Robertson thinks that the war will have 
a marked effect upon the treatment of the 
insane. Experience gained in the treat- 
ment of soldiers will help forward the 
movement for the assimilation of asylum 
to hospital methods. A number of 
asylums have been taken over by the mili- 
tary authorities as hospitals, and the 
medical superintendents have been left in 
charge. Their experience of the manage- 
ment of their own asylums on purély 


hospital lines cannot fail to colour their. 


subsequent methods.

LORD KITCHENER. 
Lord Kitchener, ‘who supported the resolu-
